Law Broken, Congress 
Told; Air Chief Replies 


In a preliminary report covering pro- 
posed airplane purchases under the Pub- 
lic Works allotment, the Rogers subcom- 
mittee of the Military Affairs Committee 
this week told the House of Representa- 


tives that it found unanimously that 
Assistant Secretary Woodring’s actions 


were “deemed by him required and fully 
justified,” while the actions of Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois, chief of the Air 
Corps, were “in clear violation of exist- 
ing law.” 

The subcommittee said that it “will 
later make a definite report with specific 
recommendations covering all matters 
involved under the resolution.” 

Following the publication in = daily 
newspapers of reports regarding the 
Committee’s action, General Foulois is- 
sued a statement in which he asserted 
that in ordering negotiated contracts he 
followed “exactly the same procedure 
that has been followed by myself and 
my predecessors over a period of years” ; 
that when Mr. Woodring ordered com- 
petition “all Air Corps personnel con 
cerned were completely loyal and coop- 


erated in every respect,” and that the 
provisions of proposals to which the 
committee objected had first been ap 


proved “by a representative of the judge 
advocate general of the Army.” 

The preliminary report is a volumi- 
nous affair covering 55 printed pages of 
small type, reproducing portions of the 
testimony of General Foulois and Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Woodring, as well 
as the text of the Army Judge Advocate 
General’s memorandum on aircraft pur- 
chases, extracts from the Navy Judge 
Advocate General’s opinion, and a re- 
view by the Comptroller General. 

The only portion of the entire report 
expressing any views of the committee 
is contained in the following extract: 

“In connection with the purchase of 
airplanes under this $7,500,000 allot- 
ment, General Foulois testified before a 
subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Appropriations on February 14, 1934, 
that in spending this money he desired 
planes of each type having the largest 
proven accomplishments and therefore 
specified types that he had every rea- 
son to believe would have a cruising ra- 
dius of a certain amount, a speed of a 
certain amount, and other accomplish- 
ments. He then testified that before

“B” Board Speeds Task; 
Final Action in August 


After four days of intensive work, the 
Board of control Officers appointed last 
week for the Classification of Officers 
under Section 24b of the National De- 
fense Act adjourned Thursday evening, 

It is understood that the Board's 
labors will result in about 100 officers 
being notified that they have been placed 
provisionally in lass KB. This, it is 
understood, represents about one-third 
of the names placed before the board. 

Following up the rapid progress made 
by the board of general officers, Corps 
Areas and Departments will hasten the 
convening of such courts of inquiry as 
are requested by officers placed provi- 
sionally in Class B. These courts, too, 
will expedite their portion of the pro- 
cedure and get their reports back to 
Washington, where the War Department 
is planning to convene the final classifi- 
cation board about the middle of August, 

Under the new Executive Order and 
the regulations promulgated by it, the 
action of the final “B" board will be 
final in fact and not subject to review 
except on specific order by the President 
of the United States, 

Members of the Board which just ad- 
journed worked arduously in the swel- 


tering heat of an early Washington 
summer. They convened each morning, 
met all day and usually again in the 
evening and at least on one occasion 
stayed in session until 11 o'clock at 
night. The board was composed of: 
Maj. Gen, Paul B. Malone, Maj. Gen. 
George Van Horn Moseley, Maj, Gen. 


Fox Conner, Maj. Gen. Preston Brown, 
Brig. Gen, William M,. Cruikshank, Brig. 
Gen, James H. Reeves and Brig. Gen. 
Robert O. Van Horn. Lt. Col, Richard 
Ii. Pickering, AGD, served as recorder, 
and Maj. Iverson B. Summers, AGD, as 
assistant recorder, 

The need for the exceptional speed 
arose as the result of the provision of 
the Army Appropriation Act for 10385 
which, while maintaining the 12,000 au- 
thorized average number of commis- 
sioned oflicers, provides that after Sept. 
30 there shall not be on the active list 
more than 11,750 whose original com- 
missions are dated prior to June 1, 1934, 

It is stated, however, that the “B” 
board was not trying to be unduly harsh 


in order to get out any extra officers, 
but was merely acting under the new 


executive order, issued at the request of 
the Department, and the changes in 
Army Regulations 605-200 (published in 
the Army AND Navy Journat of April 
14, 1034). Had not the limitation been 
included in the Appropriation bill, it is 
said, the same number probably would 
have been placed in Class B. 


Meanwhile, the Surgeon General is 
continuing to submit names of officers 


whose medical records indicate that they 
might not be fully qualified physically 
for active service. Boards for the ex- 
amination of these oflicers are being con- 
vened as rapidly as possible and such 
officers as are found physically disquali- 
fied will be placed on the retired list 
prior to Sept. 30.

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Editors Comment on Matters of Interest to Personnel of the Army and Navy 


Matters of interest to the personnel of the armed services have been the sub- 
ject of comment in the editorial columns of leading newspapers of late. 





“For six years Congress has been trifling with a bill designed to modernize 
promotion in the Marine Corps,” reports the Washington Post, “In the meantime 
the efficiency of that organization has been impaired by a steady increase in the 
number of its officers who are over age. 

“The bill has Administration support. Hearings have been held by the Naval 
Affairs Committees at both ends of the Capitol. Little or no opposition has been 
manifested. It would be difficult to find valid objections to a plan that is designed 
to substitute efficiency for seniority as a basis of promotion. The costs of opera- 
tion would not be increased, and the total number of officers would remain the 
same as at present. But officers who are too old properly to perform the duties 
now assigned to them would be shifted or retired. 

“In spite of its congested calendars Congress ought to find time for coordinated 
action on this measure which seems already to have its approval.” 





The San Antonio Hapress commented as follows on the passing of Maj. Gen.

Admiral McNamee To Retire 


The retirement of Rear Adm. Lake 
McNamee, USN, upon his own request 
after more than 40 years of naval ser- 
vice, was announced by the Navy 
Department this week. 

Admiral McNamee will not reach the 
statutory age limit until next Spring. 
His request for retirement, which will 
be effective September 1, 1934, was 
made in order that he may enter the 
communications business as president of 
the Mackay Radio and Telegraph Co. 


Born in Mount Hope, Wisc., April 4 
1871, Admiral McNamee was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Kansas ip 
1888.

“To be in keeping with the times,” 
the report states, “I should present to 
you recommendations of a startlingly 
original nature. I have none such, but 
[can report that the Army Relief Soci- 
ey is reasonably normal in an abnormal 
time and that perhaps is startling 
enough. 

“We have refused 
request. We have, | am sorry to say, 
had to give less than we should have 
liked. The cuts in government pensions 
have caused great hardships to some of 
or beneficiaries. The government has 
set a standard of living for unemploy- 
ment relief and by minimum wages for 
people at work. But its pensions to the 
widows and orphans of the regular army 
do not provide for such a standard. One 
widow of 80, bedridden and helpless had 
her pension cut from $30 a month to $15. 
Another widow with seven children had 
her pension cut from $57 a month to $27. 
In such cases as these we are called 
upon for a greatly increased share of 
their cost of living. Perhaps this is one 
of the reasons why the Army Relief So- 
dety exists, but it would seem more 
suitable that a woman’s pension should 
be supplemented by us rather than to 
have the provision made by her govern- 
ment for her living to be merely a sup- 
plement to the monthly. allowance given 
her by a private organization.

“The Society this year has also had 
an increasing number of requests for 
emergency aid by telegraph. The cuts 
in army pay have left both men and 
officers less well off than formerly, and 
When death comes the widows are apt 
to have little or no money if they are 
fortunate enough not to be in debt. This 
results in many emergency calls on us 
and many of these emergency payments 
have to be followed by regular assistance 
after the needs of the family have been 
investigated. 

“On the other hand, we have had 
fewer requests for aid to people who are 
ineligible than in previous years. I be- 
lieve that this indicates a more general 
and accurate knowledge of the Society's 
functions in army circles. During the 
coming year Mrs. Reber is undertaking 
the chairmanship of a Publicity Com- 
mittee Which I am sure will still more 
tectively keep before the army both 
our services and our needs.

Permanent Appropriations 

By a vote of 230 to 0 the House on 
May 7 passed a bill to repeal permanent 
appropriations and make all of the abol- 
ished items be specifically approved by 
Congress each year. 

Among the provisions abolished are 
the Army replacing funds which permit 
the use of moneys derived from material 
sold from one branch to another during 
the fiscal year following that in which 
credited. Another section of the bill 
covers into the Treasury the Recreation 
Fund, Army, consisting of private funds 
raised by Army service organizations 
during the World War which are now 
held in trust by disbursing officers. The 
Naval Hospital Fund would also be coy- 
ered into the Treasury by the bill. 

Also involved in the bill is a provision 
for the Comptroller General to make a 
study of the advisability of his auditing 
“non-appropriated” funds. This’ un- 
doubtedly would lead to a control by 
that official of the Post Exchange funds 
and similar moneys that actually belong 
to the men themselves. 


Foreign Service Pay 
Although legislation authorizing relief 


to officers on foreign service who suf- 
fered severe pay losses because of the 


depreciation of the doliar has long since 
been enacted, there has been no action 
toward paying them. 

This, it is explained, is because of the 
fact that the funds with which to make 
the payments are tied up in the Legisla- 
tive Appropriation Bill now involved in 
a conference between the House and the 
Senate. Immediately upon passage of 
that bill, it is asserted, the President 
will issue an executive order setting 
forth the procedure, the Departments 
involved, including the War and Navy, 
will issue regulations based thereon and 
payments retroactive to last July will 
be made, 

The present plans are to make the ad 
justed gold value basis payments based 
on 75 per cent of the pay and 100 per 
cent of the allowances for employees on 
duty with or attached to embassies, and 
on 80 per cent of both pay and allow- 
ances for employees not attached to em- 
bassies, such as the troops in China and 
the officers and men of the Navy in for- 
eign waters. In some cases, such as 
those of Navy men on board ships, the 
first 30 days abroad will be exexmpt and 
no additional payments for that period 
will be made, 

It is explained that the 
the percentage basis instead of making 
the adjustments on the full pay and al- 
lowance is that there is a belief that at 
least as much as the exempted 25 or 20 
per cent is expended by the employees 
in the United States in the form of life 
insurance or while on leave in the States. 

Protests against the delay have been 
coming into the State Department from 
Ambassador Straus in France and from 
Consul Gilbert in Switzerland, both of 
whom say the situation is critical with 
their employees.

The House on May 7 passed HR 8644 
extending to the Coast Guard the law in 
effect in the Navy which promotes war- 
rant officers to chief warrant rank after 
six years of satisfactory service.

“No man who has lived near the sea 
or the Great Lakes of the country can 
fail to recognize the great value of the 
service that the men of the Coast Guard 
render to the American people,” stated 
Representative Crosser of Ohio. 

Representatives Schuyler Merritt of 
Conn. and Bland of Va. also spoke in 
favor of the bill. 


Would Retire Captain Hobson 


Capt. Richmond Pearson Hobson, USN, 
resigned, who sank the Merrimae in 
Havana harbor during the Spanish 
American War, would be placed on the 
retired list of the Navy with the rank 
and pay of a real admiral of thirty 
years service, under bills reported to 
the Senate and House this week by their 
Naval Affairs Committees. 

The bills, opposed by the Navy Depart 
ment, received speedy endorsement by 
the naval committees. Two former Sec- 
retaries of the Navy, Curtis D. Wilbur 
and Charles Francis Adams, declared 
that they believed Captain Hobson en- 
titled to retirement in letters sent to the 
committee, and a number of retired offi- 
cers of the Navy, Rear Adm. William V. 
Pratt, Rear Adm. Bradley A, Fiske, Rear 
Adm. 8S. Kk. W. Kittelle, and Rear Adm. 
Mark Bristol, appeared or sent messages 
to aid Captain Hobson. 

Captain Hobson, testifying before the 
committees, said that he had resigned 
from the Navy because he had been 
warned by an Army doctor that he was 
in grave danger of blindness, and that 
his request for retirement had been 
turned down by a Naval Retiring Board. 
Iie said that he had carried on in work 
for the Navy in civilian life as a mem 
ber of Congress and otherwise. He de- 
clared that he had never asked for the 
relief he believed he was entitled to and 
only did so now because he was in a 
“serious financial condition,” having ex- 
hausted all his resources in carrying on 
anti-narcotic work. 

In recommending against the passage 
of the bill, Secretary Swanson said: 
“The Navy Department considers that 
by his voluntary resignation from the 
service, Captain Hobson, in considera- 
tion of being released from his obliga- 
tion to the Navy and to the Government, 
surrendered all his rights to retirement 
for any cause, While the Navy Depart- 
ment appreciates the splendid services 
performed by Captain Hobson for ap- 
proximately 18 years, it sees no reason 
for the enactment of this unusual legis- 
lation.”

The Special Committee, appointed by 
the Secretary of War for the purpose 
of making certain studies of the tech- 
nical operation of the Army Air Corps, 
reconvened in Washington May 8, after 
a ten day recess. The Committee will 
continue its studies at this session, to 
include May 11, 1934. The period of 
recess was utilized by certain members 
of the Committee for informative visits 
to the Air Corps Depot at Wright Field, 
Dayton, Ohio, and to the Air Corps 
Training Center at Randolph Field, San 
Antonio, Texas. 


During its present session, the Oom- 
mittee will study the personnel and tech- 
nical development of commercial avia- 
tion over the past several years. The 
primary object of this phase of the study 
is the determination of possible means 
and methods of improving the efficiency 
of the Army Air Corps. 

The Committee has issued a general 
invitation to all informed people in the 
country to appear before it, or if that 
is inconvenient, to send written expres- 
sions of their views and suggestions. In 
addition to that, the Committee has spe- 
cially communicated with a long list of 
persons whose names have been brought 
to its attention as likely to be helpful.

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Supports National Defense 


Representative Charles A. Plumley, of 
Vermont, who although serving his first 
term in Congress already has become a 
valuable and active member particularly 
in the Military affairs committee, this 
week extended his remarks in the Rec- 
ord in behalf of National Defense. 


“Anyone who knows what he is talk- 
ing about,” Representative Plumley de- 
clared, “knows that we are grossly and 
inadequately prepared to defend our- 
selves today or to protect ourselves from 
an attack by foreign foe.” 

“T am not a militarist,” Mr Plumley 
said, “and as an American citizen I am 
opposed to war. If that makes me a 
pacifist, then that is what I am; never- 
theless, I have little patience with the 
attitude of those people who, for selfish, 
pecuniary, or political purposes, or for 
any other reason, are ready to strip 
this country of, or to curtail or limit, our 
reasonable, necessary, and adequate de- 
fense. Nor with those who would throw 
into the junk heap our plans so carefully 
worked out in order to insure us a safe, 
reasonable, and justifiable amount of 
military preparedness. Anyone who is 
conversant with the facts, and anyone 
may be—and no one who is not has any 
business to mislead the people of this 
country—anyone, I say, who knows what 
he is talking about knows that we are 
grossly and inadequately prepared to de- 
fend ourselves today or to protect our- 
selves from an attack by foreign foe. 

“We should have learned much from 
our experience in the World War, but 
have we? We should realize that 
there is neither justification nor excuse 
for our again being found in such a 
state of unpreparedness for war as that 
in which we found ourselves on that 
date when we should have been prepared 
to have entered and, by reason of our 
state of preparedness, to have ended the 
war then and there. How any man or 
woman can contemplate with equanim- 
ity the graves of our million boys who 
lie in the fields of France, or in other 
foreign soil, as a monument to our al- 
most criminal lack of foresight and as 
a sacrifice offered because of our recur- 
ring unpreparedness, or oppose any plan 
which will prevent the recurrence of any 
such national catastrophe, I do not un- 
derstand. 

“The fate of civilization has always 
hung in the balance, but there are cer- 
tain ideals of civilization which cannot 
be destroyed. The progress of humanity 
throughout the centuries is marked by

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the bloody battlefields which have made 
possible our achievements. The arts of 
peace will not always prevail. Nations, 
no more than individuals, will always 
keep their word. Why will we not re- 
alize that civilization in itself compre- 
hends the struggle for advancement, and 
that the opposition it meets must be 
overcome? When principle or honor is at 
stake, no man or nation is entitled to 
live who is not willing to fight to main- 
tain it. 

“No man knows or dare prophesy what 
may happen tomorrow. The World War 
was catastrophic, but we are not so far 
away from it that we should not take 
note of the fact that today we are sitting 
on the top of a thin crust of earth 
which hides, but does not conceal, the 
fact that, figuratively speaking, beneath 
us is laid a perfect network of mines 
and powder magazines; no one knows 
when or what action may generate the 
necessary friction which may cause such 
a terrific explosion as will shake the 
world’s foundation to its very center. 

“Experience and the lesson that the 
ages teach us demonstrate that in a re- 
public the due cultivation of a proper 
knowledge of and general diffusion of 
military information always has been, is 
now, and always will be indispensably 
necessary for the preservation of govern- 
ment. 

“An examination of the roll of grad- 
uates of the colleges of our country in 
which military training is established 
and wherein the R. O. T. C. units prop- 
erly function completely refutes the ar- 
gument that such training produces in 
them a warlike spirit or makes them 
militarists. The graduates of these in- 
stitutions do not in any considearable 
number choose the profession of arms. 
The contrary is true. These young men 
realize what war means, what is costs, 
and above all others are most anxious 
that peace shall prevail. 

“IT say to you that every dollar spent 
in order to diffuse military knowledge 
among them and to educate them for 
the discharge of each and all their duties 
as a citizen in peace and in war is ex- 
pended in the advancement of the cause 
of universal peace. I cannot understand 
the attitude or state of mind of those 
misled theorists and well-intentioned but 
misguided and misinformed people who 
so severely denounce that method and 
form of education and training which 
more than all others will accomplish the 
very end they seek to attain—the out- 
lawry of war. The making of citizens 
fitted to serve their country in the event 
of a time of war is the purpose, the 
business, and the successful attainment 
of such institutions. 

“Everyone who measures up to full 
stature of his citizenship should be 
trained to discharge in full, not in part, 
his obligations of citizenship as well in 
times of war as in times of peace. Mili- 
tary training as an incident to the edu- 
cation of American youth such as is con- 
templated by and provided for under the 
R. O. T. C. and kindred activities should 
be encouraged, continued, and extended 
as as incident to the academic, scholas- 
tic, and physical preparation of 100 per- 
cent American citizenship for today and 
tomorrow in order ‘to insure domestic 
tranquility, provide for the common de- 
fense, promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty’ to them- 
selves and their posterity...”

LIKE TO SHOOT 
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Ranger Begins Trials 

Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, USN, 
Acting Chief of Naval Operations, an- 
nounces that the date of commissioning 
of the new aircraft carrier Ranger now 
under construction at the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Company at 
Newport News, Va., has been set for 
May 26, 1934. 

Capt. Arthur Leroy Bristol, USN, re- 
cently returned from duty in London, 
England, as Naval Attache, will be the 
Commanding Officer of the new aircraft 
carrier. 

The USS Ranger was authorized by 
Oongress Feb. 15, 1929, her keel laid 
Sept. 26, 1931, and was launched at the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry- 
dock Company's plant on Feb. 25, 1983. 
Following are the dimensions of the 
Ranger: Displacement, 13,800 tons; 
length on the water line, 727 feet ; beam, 
80 feet, 2 inches; mean draft, 19 feet. 
The Ranger will carry a total of 72 
planes of various types. 

Commencing May 8 preliminary build- 
ers trials were started by the contractors 
during which time the ship will be op- 
erated by the builders. The Naval Board 
of Inspection and Survey, of which Rear 
Adm, George _C. Day, USN, is president, 
is observing’ these trials. 

The trials, in the nature of speed runs, 
machinery tests, etc., are being held off 
Rockland, Maine. 

After the ceremony of commissioning 
on May 26, when the Navy will formally 
take over the ship, the general employ- 
ment of the new carrier will be in ac- 
cordance with the following plan: 

May 26-June 22—Fitting out period, 
tests and trials at sea as desired or as 
directed. Base on Naval Operating Base, 
Norfolk and on Hampton Roads,

Aug. 17-Sept. 19—Shakedown cruise. 
No plans have as yet been completed for 
this period. 

Sept. 20-Oct. 14—Operations at sea or 
at anchor, tests and trials as desired.

tion and Survey. Base on Hampton 
Roads. 
Oct. 15-until Completion Authorized

Some efforts had been made to insinu- 
ate interference on the part of the Gen- 
eral Staff in the Air Corps program.

“The only conference I sat in was at 
the invitation of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, when he invited General Drum 
and myself down there, when he had 
Generals Foulois, Westover and Pratt in, 
in which he advanced the thought that 
he was anxious to get more competitive 
bidding on planes and to do away as 
far as possible with negotiated con- 
tracts; and the discussion hinged upon 
the method of accomplishing that, but 
at that interview I was there merely at 
the Assistant Secretary’s invitation, and 
it was closed by his asking the officers 
of the Air Corps to draw up a plan to 
effectuate that, and present it to him in 
three days. What happened after that 
I don’t know. The Assistant Secretary 
didn’t invite me down or General Drum, 
and I know absolutely nothing of what 
took place after that. I was only pres- 
ent at that interview because the Assist- 
ant Secretary invited me.” 

The testimony indicated that the only 
activity of the General Staff in regard 
to the entire matter was as to types of 
aircraft and not as to models or speci- 
fications. Brig. Gen. Henry C. Pratt, 
assistant chief of the Air Corps, told 
the committee that General Foulois had 
wanted to purchase some observation 
planes, but that the General Staff had 
informed him that all of the money 
should be spent for tactical ships, pur- 
suit, bombardment and attack planes. 

After the types had been decided 
upon, General Pratt said, Mr. Woodring 
was “called into the picture” and that 
the competitive method was decided 
upon. 

In the course of his testimony, Mr. 
Woodring was questioned by members 
of the subcommittee as follows: 

Mr. Thomason: “But as I understand 
it, since your tenure in office, those bids 
have not followed exactly the recom- 
mendations and specifications of the Air 
Corps, that is, as to detail?’ 

Mr. Woodring: “Yes, sir; absolutely, 
followed the Air Corps entirely; written 
by them. There were never any speci- 
fications written in my office.” 

Mr. Thomason: “If, as Mr. James 
says, it develops that the written rec- 
ommendations of General Foulois or the 
Air Corps provided for certain speeds 
and certain altitude and other require- 
ments, those items were not incorpor- 
ated in the bids, were they?” 

Mr. Woodring: “If they were not in- 
corporated in the bid, it was because 
they were changed by General Foulois, 
the Air Corps staff, in order to meet 
competitive bidding. In fact, I did not 
know that they were changed, that there 
was any change in speed or any other 
specification.” 

Mr. Thomason: “Before you ask for 
bids, do you submit the recommendations 
of the Air Corps to the General Staff?’ 

Mr. Woodring: “No, sir; I do not.” 

Mr. Thomason: “You go ahead 
your own authority?” 

Mr. Woodring: “Yes, sir.” 

Mr. Thomason: “And accept the rec- 
ommendations of the Air Corps, and 
based on that you ask for the bids?” 

Mr. Woodring: “Entirely, the recom-

| mendations of the Air Corps; and the 


invitations for bids and the final specifi- 
cations written are the work of the Air 
Corps technical staff.” 
Since that time a ruling has been made 
the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army holding that the bids “do not 
afford a proper basis for competition 
among bidders as required by law so 
as to justify an award based thereon,” 
so that it has become necessary to draft 
new invitations for bids. 

The statement issued Thursday by 
General Foulois defending his actions is 
as follows: 

“According to press reports, the chief 
of the Air Corps and the responsible 
officers of his office charged with pro- 
curement matters violated certain pro-

with funds, In the amount of $7,500,000, 
made aavilable by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration. The newspaper reports 
state that the entire. blame rests upon 
the Air Corps officers involved, myself 
in particular. 

“Since I have been specifically charged 
with the responsibility for such irregu- 
larities, I think it only fair that the pub- 
lic should know the following facts in 
connection with this matter, namely: 

“First, that I recommend for procure- 
ment airplanes of the best known models 
in existence, same to be procured by di- 
rect negotiations with the manufactur- 
ers, thus following exactly the same pro- 
cedure that has been followed by myself 
and my predecessors over a period of 
years and which has always been ap- 
proved by higher authority. Such action 
by me was believed to be in the best 
interests of the Government. 

“Second, when the Assistant Secretary 
of War, Mr. Harry H. Woodring, decided 
upon a change in the method of procure- 
ment whereby procurement would be by 
competition instead of by direct negotia- 
tion, all Air Corps personnel concerned 
were completely loyal and co-operated 
in every respect to carry out the direc- 
tions of Mr. Woodring, and a statement 
to this effect has been made by Mr. 
Woodring. 

“Third, prior to the issuance of cir- 
cular proposals for bids, the provisions 
of such proposals to which the subcom- 
mittee has presumably taken exception 
as being a violation of law were first 
approved by a _ representative of the 
judge advocate general of the Army, who 
was called in to assist in preparing them 
by the office of the Assistant Secretary 
of War. 

“The implication of the press reports 
of the subcommittee findings is that the 
Air Corps oflicers drew up these circular 
proposals in a manner known by them 
to be illegal. This is erroneous and 
wholly unfair to me and the other offi- 
cers of the Air Corps who participated 
in this transaction.”

A SHARP DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES regarding 
aircraft procurement by the Army may be expected as a result of the conflicting 
opinions of the Military Affairs sub-Committee and the sub-committee on War 
Department appropriations. The former charges that Major General Foulois, Chief 
of the Air Corps, clearly violated existing law in connection with the purchase of 
airplanes under the $7,500,000 PWA allotment. Representative Collins, Chairman 
of the Appropriations sub-committee, has expressed his approval of the conduct 
of General Foulois. The Military Affairs sub-committee has endorsed “every 
action” taken by Assistant Secretary Woodring: Mr. Collins has condemned the 
“untimely interference” of that official in the procurement procedure followed by 
the Chief of the Air Corps. The Military Affairs Committee supports procurement 
by bid, Mr. Collins insists that purchase -by negotiation is preferable to purchase 
by bid. The difference in view necessarily is embarrassing to the War Department. 
It is quite true the Military Committee is charged under the rules of the House 
with determining military policies; the Appropriations Committee with making 
the necessary appropriations for their execution. It is assumed the House will act 
upon a report submitted by the Military Committee, and thus the Department will 
have a clear Judgment to guide its procedure in the future. But preliminary to 
such action the Department feels it must carry out the wishes of the Military 
Committee, and hereafter it will issue invitation for bids, a procedure which the 
Air Corps argues will not make for the superior airplanes the Army must have. 
There are constant developments in plane design, and it has been possible under 
the policy pursued to take advantage of them. The Baker Board is expected to 
consider this aspect of military aviation, and the conclusions it will reach will 
be important in aiding in the determination of the procedure essential to assure 
the development of the best air equipment for National Defense. That, of course, 
is what the Air Corps and the entire Army wants. 


INSPIRED BY THE DISARMAMENT BUREAU OF THE LEAGUE of 
Nations, a dispatch came from Geneva this week describing the inauguration of a 
world armament race. In the last three years, France has increased her army by 
65,000 men, and is contemplating a further increase of 125,000; Germany has 
increased her army and navy budget for 1934 by $90,000,000, her aviation budget 
by $56,000,000, and assigned $100,000,000 to the Nazi storm troopers; Russia has 
increased her army by 118,000 men; Japan has increased her land, naval and air 
forces by 100,000, and brought her navy up to treaty strength; Great Britain has 
built or authorized warcraft up to 94% of treaty strength; Italy has announced 
additional expenditure of $40,000,000 on a five-year naval building program, and 
all the powers named have added to their air and artillery equipment. Improved 
artillery has been acquired. This armament activity necessarily is the product of 
the fear of the future, fear based upon the delicate international situations which 
exist. In Hurope, Austria has become a dictatorship, relations between France and 
Nazi Germany are tense, which is likewise the condition of Franco-Italian rela- 
tions. War threats hover over Russia and Japan, Great Britain has inaugurated a 
trade war with Japan, and the latter has proclaimed policies with respect to Asia 
which have aroused the objection of the United States as well as Europe. It is 
obvious from this reference to world conditions that each power is apprehensive 
of events and desires to be in a condition which will enable defense. In other 
words, the increases in strength on land and sea are the direct consequence of tense 
international relationships and in no sense can be regarded as causing this condi- 
tion. It is argued by pacifists that armaments are the cause of war; rather are 
they the result of clashing national interests, There is no doubt President Roose- 
velt, better informed than the rest of us, realizes the world’is fishing in troubled 
waters, and it is in order that the United States may by adequate strength be 
reasonably secure and reasonably certain to be let alone that he has determined 
to provide a Navy of Treaty strength and to make the Army a better equipped 
pment of defense. In this course he has the approval of all right-thinking 


IN THE CONGRESSIONAL RECORD UNDER EXTENSION of remarks there 
appears an address by Representative Plumley, of Vermont, a member of the House 
Military Committee, which we wish could be read particularly by every Churchman 
in the United States.

turn to Miami to install a new engine, newspaper articles were published to the 
effect that the Macon and rigid airships in general were considered a failure. 


There was an immediate reaction at the Navy Department. 


Secretary Swanson 


issued a statement declaring that there is “no basis’ for reports that the Navy 


Department has “yet reached a decision as to the usefulness of dirigibles, 


and 


calling attention to the fact that many surface vessels were likewise theoretically 


destroyed in the mimic war. 


Aviation officers at the Department, however, took 


up the argument as to the effectiveness of airships and declared that the “de- 
struction” of the Macon was due to not using the ship for her natural function. 

“If they continue to use an airship for tactical scouting to protect the Fleet,” 
declared one officer, “It will be destroyed every time. As used it is taking the 
place of several cruisers and although it may accomplish its mission, it is sure to 
be shot down. Now, the proper use for dirigibles is in strategic scouting. There 
it can obtain very valuable negative information as to where the enemy is not lo- 
cated, and not be destroyed. 
“We have no cruiser that can steam 30 knots for three days without returning 
to base for fuel. The airship can make 60 knots for six days, and thus cover four

Roosevelt Vetoes Bill for Honorable Discharge—President Roosevelt this week ye 
toed a bill to give an honorable discharge from the Navy to John Thomas Simpkin 
an enlisted man who was dishonorably discharged in 1921, declaring that “some 
thing more definite than the presumption of mental incompetency shown in the 
case is demanded to support the change.” 

In his message to Congress, the President said: “Simply because the man, 
nearly five years after his dishonorable discharge, developed mental incompetency 
... it is now proposed that he be viewed as having been mentally incompetent gt 
the time of the committing of the offense which caused his dishonorable discharge” 

“It is solely on this presumptive ground that this bill proposes now to change 
the character of his service from dishonorable to honorable. To this I can not agree 

“Where a man violates the obligations of his enlistment and thereby debars 
himself from the rights belonging to those who faithfully and honorably seryeq 
their country according to the terms of their enlistment, I feel that something 
more definite than the presumption of mental incompetency shown in this cage jg 
demanded to support the change in the record.” 

The message said Simpkin was dishonorably discharged Feb. 14, 1921, after 4 
second court-martial for “absence from station and duty after leave had expired.” 


Navy Officers to Fly on Graf Zeppelin—Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, USN., Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, announced thig week that an officer of the Navy wil 
be aboard the Graf Zeppelin on its transatlantic voyages this summer. 

Lt. Comdr. George Mills, USN, on duty at Lakehurst, N.J., will be aboard the 
German airship on its first run from Europe to Brazil, leaving May 26. He will 
make three round trips, and will be relieved by another officer who will make three 
round trips. Three observers in all will be sent to Germany, the last one making 
four trips. Selection of the other officers will be made later, it was stated. 


Regional R.0.T.C. Conference—Professors of Military Science and Tactics and 
faculty representatives of a score of colleges and universities of the Middle West 
will gather at Purdue University on Friday, May 18, for a two-day session upon 
R.O.T.C, matters of mutual interest. 

Discussions will be confined to the educational aspects of R.O.T.C. work. The 
matter of schedules, arrangement of courses and the general adjustment of mili- 
tary studies to the academic curriculum will largely comprise the agenda. 

Dr. A. A. Potter, Dean of the Schools of Engineering of Purdue University, 
will deliver an address upon “The Place of the R.O.T.C. in Technological Edueca- 
tion.” Dr. Sveinbjorn Johnson, Professor of Law and Legal Counsel, University of 
Illinois, will be the principal speaker at the evening dinner on May 18, which is 
being tendered by the Faculty of Purdue University to the visiting delegates 
Saturday's sessions will be largely devoted to reports of committees. A Corps Re 
view of Purdue’s Motorized Artillery Brigade is scheduled at 11:00 A. M. in honor 
of the delegates. 


Pay of Reserve Officers—The comptroller general ruled this week that under the 
act of April 26, 1928, 45 Stat. 461, a Reserve officer of the Army who suffers in- 
juries while on active duty necessitating medical and hospital treatment is entitled 
to continuation of pay and allowances whether in money or in kind that he was 
entitled to receive at the time the injuries were suffered for a period not to exceed 
six months from the date of the injury, and orders ‘issued to extend the period 
of active duty after the injury are unnecessary to secure to him pay and allow 
ances, his right in this respect being given by the act of April 26, 1928. 

A Reserve officer of the Army, the comptroller added, who is in receipt of 
quarters in kind at the time of injury is not entitled to rental allowance during 
the period he is receiving hospital and medical treatment, as the act of April 26, 
1928, contains no authority for substituting a monetary allowance for the quarters 
in kind he was receiving at the time the injury was sustained, right to which in 
kind is continued during the period he is entitled to pay and allowances because of 
his injury. 


Bids for Airplanes Issued—Invitations for bids were issued on May 4 to be opened 
on June 4 for bombing planes from a minimum of 50 to a maximum of 120 planes, 
depending upon the cost of the planes; and between now and June 1 invitations 
for bids will be made for 30 attack planes. The Air Corps is now working 
specifications for these planes. These two items will complete or take up the entire 
$7,500,000 allocated to the Air Corps for new planes. An additional million and 
quarter will be spent out of regular 1934 funds. 


Camp Exchanges for CCC—Pending the printing of changes in War Departmett 
Regulations—Relief of Unemployment, Civilian Conservation Corps, March 6, 1954, 
paragraph 85 has been changed as follows: P 

“Camp exchanges.—Company commanders may, in their discretion, authori 
the operation of camp exchanges at work camps to be conducted in accordane 
with Army Regulations, or such a simplification thereof as the corps area Colt 
mander concerned may deem appropriate and adequate, responsibility for the eff- 
cacy of such modification to rest upon the corps area commander. Exchange 
when established, will carry certain articles not provided by the Government % 
for example, toilet articles, tobacco, cigarettes, candy, etc. Prices will be kept a 
a minimum. The camp exchanges will be operated by the welfare officers assist 
by members of the Civilian Conservation Corps. The granting of concessions is not 
advisable. 


Standardization of Hospitals—Maj. Gen. Robert U. Patterson, Surgeon General of 
the Army, is taking steps to secure recognition of all possible Army hospitals by 
the American College of Surgeons. To this end he has notified all Corps Area @ 
Department Surgeons as follows: 

“1, The Medical Department is now operating a considerable number of Station 
and General Hospitals which render a high standard of professional service. 12 
order to further improve and standardize the service in such hospitals The Bursa 
General desires that steps be taken to maintain these hospitals on a standard we 
above the minimum required by the American College of Surgeons. 

“2. Study of the list of Government Hospitals approved by the 
lege of Surgeons indicates that the number of Army hospitals on that list is far 
less than the number for any other important Government service. This situation 
is a result of the failure of the Medical Department to take the necessary steps !

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Chamber of Commerce Policy 


By an overwhelming vote of its mem- 
bership, the United States Chamber of 
Commerce has adopted a new national 
defense policy, calling for the United 
States to maintain its Navy at treaty 
ratios and its Army at a strength ade- 
quate to meet the objectives of the Na- 
tional Defense Act. 

Under the 12 plank defense platform 
adopted by referendum the Chamber is 
now committed to support “a systematic 
program of building and maintaining air 
services in the Army and Navy adequate 
to attain the objectives of the national 
defense laws,” the principles of Army 
organization embodied in existing na- 
tional defense laws, a systematic pro- 
gram for modernization of Army equip- 
ment, amendment of the National De- 
fense Act to permit educational orders 
of war material, Government aid to the 
merchant marine, systematic naval build- 
ing, adequate naval personnel, training 
for reserves, and the principle of limita- 
tion of armaments. 

The referendum was undertaken upon 
the initiative of the Board of Directors 
of the Chamber. In January, 1933, the 
Board authorized the appointment of a 
special committee to study the question 
of a national defense policy for the 
Chamber, and after lengthy considera- 
tion made a report outlining a proposed 
policy. Arguments against the proposals 
in the policy were prepared and the 
whole thing submitted to the member- 
ship in a printed pamphlet for consid- 
eration and vote. ‘ 

The proposals submitted, and the re- 
sults of the balotting on each proposi- 
tion, were as follows: 

I. The United States should continue sup- 
port of the principle of limitation of arma- 
ments by agreement. 1845% votes in favor 
of the Committee’s Recomendation, 564% votes 


opposed to the Committee’s Recommenda- 
tion. 
Il. In agreements for limitation of na- 


val armament the United States should ob- 
taln assurance of a fleet adequate to protect 
our shores, our territories and possessions, 
and our foreign commerce to an extent equal 
to that enjoyed by any other power. 1876 
votes in favor of the Committee’s Recom- 
mendation, 16 votes opposed to the Com- 
mittee’s Recommendation. 

Ill, The United States should maintain 
its feet in relation to the fleets of other con- 
tracting powers at the ratio established in 
agreements for limitation of armament. 1864 
votes in favor of the Committee's Recom- 
mendation, 28 votes opposed to the Com- 
mittee’s Recommendation. 

IV. Within the terms of agreements for 
limitation of armaments the United States 
should systematically program all naval 
construction and modernization. 1875 votes 
in favor of the Committee’s Recommenda- 
tion, 15 votes opposed to the Committe’s 


Recommendation. 
V. The United States should at all times 
personnel 


maintain naval needed for effi- 





cient operation of all component units of 
existing naval vessels. 1882 votes in favor 
of the Committee’s Recommendation, 18 
votes opposed to the Committee’s Recom- 
mendation. 

VI. The United States should continue 
the policy of training reserve personnel suffi- 
cient to meet all demands for Navy per- 
sonnel in the event of war. 1883 votes in 
favor of the Committee’s Recommendation, 
12 votes opposed to the Committee's Rec- 
ommendation. 

VII. The United States should give con- 
tinued support to the upbuilding and mainte- 
nance of an American-owned merchant ma- 
rine suitable and adequate as a naval auxil- 
jlary in the event of war. 1808 votes in fa- 
vor of the Committee's Recommendation, 63 
votes opposed to the Committee’s Recom- 
mendation. 

VIII, The United States should maintain 
the principles of Army organization em- 
bodied in the existing national defense laws, 
calling primarily for a small active mili- 
tary force to serve, with the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves, as the nucleus 
of a large citizen army in case of emer- 
gency. 1875 votes in favor of the Com- 
mittee’s Recommendation, 10 votes opposed 
to the Committee's Recommendation. 

IX. The United States should make pro- 
vision each year for Army personnel and re- 
serves adequate to meet the objectives of 
the national defense laws. 1883% votes in 
favor of the Committee’s Recommendation, 
7% votes opposed to the Committee’s Rec- 
ommendation. 


X. The United States should undertake 
and maintain a systematic program for 
modernization of Army equipment. 1886% 


votes in favor of the Committee's Recom- 
mendation, 13% votes opposed to the Com- 
mittee’s Recommendation. 

XI. The United States should have sys- 
tematic planning for reserves of war materials 
and for industrial mobilization, with amend- 
ment of the National Defense Act to permit 
educational orders for equipment, munitions, 
and accessories. 1850 votes in favor of the 
Committee’s Recommendation, 27 votes op- 
posed to the Committee’s Recommendation. 

XII. Within the terms of agreements for 
limitation of armaments, the United States 
should pursue a systematic program of 
building and maintaining air services in the 
Army and in the Navy adequate to attain 
the objectives of the national defense laws. 
1882 votes in favor of the Committee’s Rec- 
ommendation, 12 votes opposed to the Com- 
mittee’s Recommendation.

A Year of the CCC 


A record of the first year of the Ci- 
vilian Conservation Corps and the other 
forest camp units established last spring 
as a part of the unemployment and in- 
dustrial recovery program was laid be- 
fore President Roosevelt recently by 
Robert Fechner, Director of Emergency 
Conservation Work, and the five govern- 
ment officials whose departments co- 
operated in the forest camp program, 

In his communication, Director Fech- 
ner pointed out that Emergency Conser- 
vation Work now directs five sets of 
forest camps. His letter showed that 
these included the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, the principal forest camp unit 
which has an authorized strength of 
303,625 enrolled men and which now op- 
erates 1,468 camps, no state having less 
than two; the Indian Conservation 
Camps with an authorized strength of 
14,400; a contingent of camps in Puerto 
Rico with an authorized strength of 
1,250; a contingent of camps in Hawaii 
with an enrollment of 777, and one camp 
in Alaska with an authorized enrollment 
of 325. The total authorized strength of 
all the camps, Mr. Fechner said, is 320,- 
377. He added also that the CCC was 
divided into 250,000 young unmarried 
men between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-five; 28,225 war veterans; and 
25,400 experienced woodsmen. 

Excerpts from the letter of the Secre- 
tary of War, George H. Dern, follow: 





“The approach of April seventh, the 
first birthday of the Civilian Conseryg. 
tion Corps, awakens a train of reflectiong 
in which the full year of its life passes 
in review. Such meditations stir gg 
much satisfaction and pride in its ae 
complishments and so much respect and 
affection for its character that one jg 
impelled, Mr. President, on this anniver. 
sary to congratulate you, the father of 
the Corps. 

“The functions of the Army in the 
organization, administration and supply 
of the Corps, in caring for the health 
and welfare of the men have offered op. 
portunities for service that it has wil. 
lingly embraced. 

“The major interest of the War De. 
partment has been in the man himself, 
Its chief pride lies in his improvement, 
No group of men understands youth go 
well or holds it in greater affection than 
does the commissioned personnel of the 
Army. With no desire to inculcate a 
military discipline, the understanding 
leadership of Army officers has lifted 
the head, quickened the pace, given as- 
surance to the approach of practically 
every member of the Corps. Feelings of 
inadequacy and inferiority have largely 
vanished, confidence has been restored, a 
higher morale is evidenced in greater 
courtesy, consideration, sense of respon- 
sibility and the wish to co-operate with 
others in common pleasures and en- 
deavors. 

“The economic results of the program 
of Emergency Conservation Work have 
naturally been more tangible. Allot- 
ments made by members of the Corps to 
their dependents have totalled more than 
$59,250,000 during the year. Actual dis- 
bursements to March 1, have totalled 
$255,000,000, two-thirds of which has 
poured directly into the channels of in- 
dustry, commerce and agriculture to ac- 
celerate their recovery. 

“Thus the first birthday of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps finds it a lusty en 
terprise, reflecting ideal conception, care 
ful planning and vigorous execution, 

“I cannot close this letter of congrat- 
ulations without paying tribute to those 
agencies in the Labor Department, Vet- 
erans’ Administration, the U. 8S. Forest 
Service and the National Park Service 
who have so wholeheartedly cooperated 
with the War Department in fulfilling 
the missions of the Hmergency Conserva- 
tion Work Program or without expres 
sing my feelings of gratitude to Mr. 
Fechner, the Director, for the sympa- 
thetic understanding with which he has 
guided the effort.”

OBITUARIES 


As soldier, writer, diplomat and man, 
Maj. Gen. Hugh L. Scott in his four 
score years of service to his country and 
mankind has earned the admiration and 
respect of all with whom he came in 
contact. A well spent life has come to 
a close. 

Retiring from the Army in 1917 after 
a brilliant career which was culminated 
by his appointment as chief of staff, Gen- 
eral Scott immediately after retirement 
went on active duty and performed no- 
table services during the World War. 
During the Philippine Insurrection, Gen- 
eral Scott was cited for gallantry in ac- 
tion and participated in many expedi- 
tions against the Indians during his 
early service on the American frontier. 
It was during this period that he gar- 
nered the friendship and respect of these 
native Americans to whose interests he 
devoted much of his time after retire- 
ment. Just prior to his death he was 
making a permanent record of Indian 
sign language, acting upon a commission 
by Congress, and was a member of the 
Board of Indian Commissioners. 

General Scott was born in Kentucky 
September 22, 1853, and appointed to 
West Point. He graduated in 1876, and 
was assigned to the cavalry. He served 
with that arm throughout his entire ser- 
vice, retiring as a major general on Sept. 
22, 1917, while chief of staff. 

He was called to active duty Sept. 23, 
1917, commanding 78th division, Camp 
Dix, N. J., to March 13, 1918; command- 
ing Camp Dix, N. J., to May 12, 1918, 
when he was relieved from that com- 
mand and further active duty. 

He was awarded the distinguished ser- 
vice medal “for exceptionally meritori- 
ous and conspicuous services as chief of 
staff in advocating and persistently urg- 
ing adoption of the selective service law 
and as commanding general, Camp Dix, 
N. J., in organizing and training the di- 
visions and miscellaneous troops com- 
mitted to his care during the war.” 

General Scott was twice cited for gal- 
lantry in action in the Philippines in 
1905. The first citation reads as fol- 
lows: “General Orders No. 43, Depart- 
ment of Mindanao, P. I., Dee. 31, 1905. 
Maj. Hugh L. Scott, 14th Cav., for gal- 
lantry and the successful conduct of 
operations against hostile Moros ending 
with the capture of Laksamana Usap’s 
cotta (house), and efficient pacification 
of that district.” The second order 
reads as follows: “General Orders No. 
1, Departemnt of Mindanao, P. I., Jan. 
1, 1905. Maj. Hugh L. Scott, 14th Cav., 
for skill and gallantry in action against 
hostile Moros at cotta Pang Pang and 
for taking the field in person while suf- 
fering from severe wounds received in 
action and for conduct of operations re- 
sulting in the death of Panglima Has- 
san.” 

The above citations entitled him to 
wear the silver star with one cluster. 

Gen. Scott was also awarded the pur- 
ple heart decoration on Jan. 7, 1933, for 
wounds received in action in December, 
1905, in the Philippine Islands.

Lt. Col. P. D. Carlisle, USA-Ret., died 
at Ft. Sam Houston, San Antonio, Tex., 
April 15, 1934. Interment was in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery, April 24. 

Colonel Carlisle was graduated from 
West Point in 1913. He served in 
Mexico with Expeditionary Force, Fifth 
Cavalry. Later he was transferred to 
the 19th Field Artillery and went over- 
seas with this organization in the World 
War. 

He was a well known horseman, win- 
ning first place in Europe in Allied 

Army Horse Show. He was injured in 
polo at Camp Bragg, N. C., and subse- 
quently retired because of injury. 

The past eight years of his life were 
spent in traveling and residing chiefly 
in California and Texas. 





He is survived by one son, P. D. Car-

Capt. Robert Lee Russell, USN-Ret., 
former commander of the Philadelphia 
and Mare Island, San Francisco, Navy 
Yards, and veteran of every major sea 
campaign of the United States since 
1885, died May 8, 1984 at the Naval 
Hospital in Washington, D. C. He was 
70 years old. 

Born in Edgefield County, 8. C., Cap- 
tain Russell entered the Naval Academy 
In 1881, and after graduating entered 
Columbian College (now George Wash- 
ington University), from which he re- 
ceived a bachelor of laws degree in 1894, 
The same year he was admitted to the 
District of Columbia bar. 

During the Spanish-American War 
Captain Russell served as commander of 
the USS New Orleans, and also during 
the Philippine Insurrection. In 1909 he 
served on the staff of Admiral Selfridge 
during the coronation ceremonies of Czar 
Nicholas of Russia. 

From that year until 1913 he served 
as judge advocate general and at the 
expiration of his term took over com- 
mand of the USS South Carolina. Dur- 
ing the first part of the World War 
Captain Russell was commandant of the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard and later was 
transferred to command the Mare Island 
Navy Yard at San Francisco. In 1922 
he was retired and has since made his 
home at 1811 R street. 

He was married in 1908 to Miss Ethel 
Soley, daughter of Capt. J. C. Soley, 
USN. Besides his widow, Captain Rus- 
sell is survived by a daughter Mrs, St. 
Julian Ravenel Marshall; two grand- 
sons, Julian Ravenel Marshall, jr., and 
Robert Russell Marshall, and four 
brothers, Richard B. Russell of the 
Georgia Supreme Court, William J. Rus- 
sell of Athens, Ga., and Judge Lewis C.

Despite criticism of the Air Corps 
gowing out of the deaths of a number 
of pilots, the feat of the Corps in tak- 
ing over a new job upon very short 
yotice and carrying it out without the 
as of a Single pound of mail is now 
neeiving the recognition it deserves. 

In a letter to Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. 
foulois, USA, Chief of Air Corps, Post- 
master General James A. Farley gives 
high praise to the Army air service for 
its handling of the air mail, of which 
it is now being relieved. 

Benefit to the Army and national de- 
feese is seen by Mr. Farley, as a result 
of the work, in that the country and 
Congress should give it more adequate 
support. “Without doubt,” he said, they 
will increase funds for additional hours 
of fying dnd “see to it that it has the 
most modern equipment available.” 
Representative Rogers of Mass. dur- 
ing the debate in the House on the air 
mail bill this week praised the work of 
the Army flyers, declaring that many 
commercial pilots had told her that the 
Army had done a fine job. 

The bill which was passed by the 
House differs in many details from the 
text of the measure as it passed the 
Senate.

The country and the 
Congress will, without doubt, give a 
more adequate support to the Army, will 
see to it that it has the most modern 
equipment obtainable, and that sufficient 
funds are provided for the flyers to have 
the additional hours of flying which 
have so long been needed. 

“I noticed in today’s newspapers that 
the last plane bringing mail from Oak- 
land, Calif., to Newark, N. J., made the 
remarkable record of 14 hours 8 minutes 


elapsed time; although six stops were 
made to refuel, change mail or shift 
planes. This illustrates how well the 


Army Air Corps was performing its job 
when it began turning the service back 
to the commercial carriers. * * * 

“It is a notable fact that not a single 
pound of mail was lost during the time 
the Army has flown the mail.” 





Transcontinental Air Mail Flight 

In a test flight over the transcontinen- 
tal air mail route from San Francisco, 
Calif., to Newark, N. J., to determine 
how fast the mail can be transported 
with equipment at present used by the 
Air Corps, all previous records for 
elapsed time over this route were broken 
when the total distance of 2718 miles 
was covered in 14 hours and 8 minutes. 
Six Army pilots relayed the load of 
mail across the American continent, fly- 
ing Bombers and A-12 Attack planes, 
at an average speed for the entire trip, 
including stops, of 191 miles per hour, 
Bombing planes were used in the West- 
ern Zone from San Fransisco to Chey- 
enne and in the Eastern Zone from 
Chicago to Newark. A-12 Attack planes 
were utilized in the Central Zone from 
Cheyenne to Chicago. 


First Lt. Robert L. Schoenlein, AC, 
in a B-10 Bomber started the record 
mail run from San Francisco at 3:20 


A. M., Eastern Standard Time, and cov- 
ered the distance of 671 miles to Salt 
Lake City at an average speed of 200 
miles per hour. 

First Lt. Carl B. McDaniel, AC, also 
flying a B-10, made the next leg of the 
flight to Cheyenne, a distance of 415 
miles, at the same rate of speed as Lieu- 
tenant Schoenlein, arriving at 8:32 A. M. 

Picking up the mail at Cheyenne, an 
A-12 Attack plane, piloted by 2nd Lt. 
Craven ©. Rogers, Air-Res., covered the 
distance of 482 miles to Omaha at an 
average speed of 165 miles per hour. 

At 11:26 A. M. Capt. John D. Corkille, 
AC, piloting an A-12 Attack plane, re- 
sumed the journey and covered the dis- 
tance of 426 miles to Chicago at an aver- 
age speed of 157 miles per hour. Both 
Captain Corkille and Lieutenant Rogers 
were handicapped by headwinds in their 
flight across the Central Zone. 

Departing from Chicago at 12:15 
P. M., Lt. Murl Estes, piloting a Mar- 
tin Bomber, covered the 318 miles to 
Cleveland at an average speed of 208 
miles per hour. 

The last leg of the transcontinental 
trip from Cleveland to Newark was cov- 
ered by 1st Lt. Elwood R. Quesada, AC, 
in the remarkably fast time of one hour 
and 40 minutes, or at an average speed 
for the distance of 406 miles, of 243 
miles per hour. Lieutenant Quesada ar- 
rived at Newark at 5:28 P. M., Eastern 
Standard Time. 

The previous record for a transcon- 
tinental air mail trip, made by a com- 
mercial company, from Los Angeles to 
Newark, via Albuquerque, New Mexico; 
Kansas City, Missouri, and Columbus, 


Ohio, a distance fo 2465 miles, was 13 
hours and 5 minutes, or at an average 
speed of 186 miles per hour. The same 
airplane was used during the entire trip 
and hence the mail cargo was not trans- 





ferred from plane to plane, only changes 
of pilots being made en route. 

The transcontinental air mail trip 
flown by the Air Corps was 247 miles 
longer than that covered by the com- 
mercial plane, and involved five inter- 
mediate stops where mail was trans- 
ferred, despite which fact, an average 
speed of 191 miles per hour was main- 
tained for the entire distance.

Obligation to Retired Personnel 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Recently I received a circular issued 
by a firm whose business is the lending 
of money. This circular contained a 
statement that no security was required 
by this company for loans to officers of 
the Army, whose integrity was 80 well 
established that it was good business to 
accept their unsecured notes. 

Evidently the reputation for honor and 
honesty is an asset to the personnel of 
the Army. Is it not an asset to the Govy- 
ernment as well? If so, is it not good 
sense for the Government to foster in 
its military services a high 
honor and justice? But how long will 
such ideals survive if the Government 
itself departs from them? 

Please pardon me for citing my own 
personal experience. I do so for the 
reason that my case is a purely typical 
one, and I feel more secure of my facts 
when I speak from first hand knowl- 
edge. Let me confine myself to facts, 
and let the reader draw the conclusions. 

It is drawing near to a half century 
since Uncle Sam sent me a letter offer- 
ing me an appointment in his military 
service and requesting me to reply in 
writing, stating my acceptance or non- 
aceeptance. I accepted in writing. After 
complying with all requirements, I was 
accepted in the military service as a 
cadet at the U. 8S, Military Academy. 
Having completed the prescribed course 
of training and having attained the re- 
quired degree of proficiency, I was 
again offered in writing an appointment 
in the military service, this time as a 
commissioned officer, and again I was 
required to state my acceptance in writ- 
ing. 

Having duly accepted, I received a 
formal commission signed by the Presi- 
dent, which required of me that I per- 
form my duties in accordance with the 
“rules and discipline of war.” Now 
these rules and discipline were of course 
those prescribed in the military laws of 
the United States and the regulations 
and orders issued under authority of 
these laws. 

Let me quote just two of these rules 
to illustrate the point of the present 
letter. These are both found in the Re- 
vised Statutes, They were enacted many 
years before I entered the service and 
they were consequently considered by 
me in determining whether or not I 
should accept service. 

“See, 1248. (In part). When an offi- 
cer has been thirty years in service he 
may, upon his own application, in the 
discretion of the President, be retired, 
and placed on the retired list.” 

“See. 1274. Officers retired from ac- 
tive service shall receive 75 per centum 
of the pay of the rank upon which they 
are retired.” 

After serving more than the prescribed 
thirty years, I made application for re- 
tirement for reasons which I believed 
were goed and which received the ap- 
proval of the War Department and the 
President, and I was duly retired. Thus 
I completed my part of the agreement 
or contract. 

But was there a contract? Well, this 
was a case of the employment of services 
through a written offer or proposal and 
a written acceptance, under clearly spe- 


ideal of. 


cified rules, the matter being witnessed 
by a formal document signed by the 
President and clinched by the require- 
ment of an oath of office. The power of 
the Government to change the rules does 
not enter the problem, for the simple 
reason that the rules were not changed 
during the life of the contract. They are 
still in force, ’ 

Why, then, do I receive from time to 
time urgent requests for me to write 
immediately to my Senators and Repre- 
sentative to protect my rétired pay? Is 
Uncle Sam a liar and a cheat? 

I wish that I could reply to the writ- 
ers of these requests, “My dear fellows, 
don’t worry. If any member of either 
house of Congress should propose to 
repudiate in the slightest degree an obli- 
gation like this, which involves the 
honor of Congress and the nation, he 
would be thrown out on his neck for 
insulting the intelligence and integrity 
of his colleagues.” 

Unfortunately for this natural view, 
past experience has shown that Congress 
does not resent this insult, which is one 
that has been offered repeatedly. In- 
deed, Congress has occasionally indorsed 
the efforts to secure repudiation. The 
pay Act of June 10, 1922, distinctly repu- 
diated the obligation of the Government 
in the matter of retired pay. Congress 
itself decided that this Act was a viola- 
tion of the agreement, and repealed it 
after almost four years of operation in 
which the older retired officers were de- 
prived of part of their lawful pay. No 
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part of the pay wrongfully withheld has 
been restored to its lawful owners. 
There have been numerous other at- 
tempts to deprive officers of their pay 
which they had justly and lawfully 
earned. One attempt was defeated not 
so long ago after it had been passed by 
the House, which would have robbed 
every retired officer who had $3,000 a 
year. In other words, the idea seemed 
to be to rob those officers who had some- 
thing of their own which the Govern- 
ment could take from them. On this 
principle, no one should pay his debts, 
however just they might be, if the cred- 
itor happened to have possessions which 
made it worth while to defraud him. 


One brilliant scheme contemplated sus- 
pending all retired pay until a fund 
should be created out of active pay to 
provide for retired pay. This idea be- 
trayed gross ignorance on the part of 
its author of the fact that retired pay 
is not a gratuity but has actually been 
held out of pay throughout active ser- 
vice. I well recall that after I had been 
in service more than a dozen years and 
had charge of operations which involved 
the employment of many civilians, I 
found that many of my civilian sub- 
ordinates were paid more than I, the 
responsible head. Indeed, the discrep 
ancy was sometimes more than two to 
one, and even foremen received much 
more pay than I did. 

The fact was that I was paid only 
partially by my active pay and the re- 
mainder was withheld until I retired, 








while the civilians were paid in full in 
cash. Throughout my whole Service | 
looked upon my retired pay as Some. 
thing which I could count upon abgo 
lutely, since it was secured by the hon- 
or of the nation. No bond could be more 
sacred. Why, then, must I fight to ob- 
tain my retired pay? Again I ask is 
Uncle Sam a liar and a cheat? 
No officer of my length of Service 
would be willing to believe so, but we 
all feel that Uncle Sam has been Sadly 
misguided at times and that his dealings 
with us cause us shame which is more 
painful than the loss of our rights ang 
our lawfully earned pay.
